Are Arrested. 


New York, March 25.—Claiming vir 
tually to have broken the back of th 
Illicit drug trade in New York City, in 
a four months' drive. Special Deputy 
Police Commissioner Carleton Simon 
declared war on an international ring 
•winch he charges is responsible for il 
legal distribution of dope throughou 
the United States. 
In the anti-narcotic drive here more 
than 1,000 arrests have been made am 
millions of dollars worth of drugs 
seized. 


Although the illegal drug trade has 
been broken Dr. -Simon asserted the 
work of his bureau is not only to con 
tinue here but is to be enlarged to meet 
the problems in other big cities in Amer 
ica and abroad. 


By means of an international bureau 


of criminal records now being estab- 
lished, all data concerning drug crooks 
is to be ready for cities where "leads" 
pointing to New York might be uncov 
ered, the commissioner said 
Recently 
he added, Antwerp police had requested 
information concerning an alleged lead- 
er of the international ring. 
It \vas 
shown by means of information fur- 
nished by New York that the man had 
police records in London, Paris, Brus- 
sels and New Orleans and had served 
sentences at various places aggregat- 
ing 20 years, 
"We made more arrests these past 


four months than in any 24 months 
heretofore," said Dr. Simon, who was 
selected to direct the drive because of 
his medical training. 
Every wing of 
the metropolitan police department was 
coordinated, working in 
conjunction 
^ith the Federal agents. 
In conse 
quence, "the fear" has been spread 
through the army of venders.

The story goes that 
a group of then w ore discussing stamp 
colte^tfoffe in a coffee house in the in- 
duttflal suburb of Weiii^r Neustadt 
when thiS dream of the philatelist was 
mentioned. 
A car painter in the croxvd asked 
why it was so valuable and when told 
replied: "Why I had an ancestor in 
M.iuritiu* who wrote to the family re- 
gularly. We have bundles of his let 
ters." He went to hin house and when 
the envelop* were examined one of 
the rare stamps was found. 
The local philatelic society pronounced 
it genuine whereupon the finders new 
friends, got a motor car and took him 
from place to place to sell it. 
He admits he does not remember 
just what happened, but "when he fin 
ally refused an offer of several hundred 
thousand crowns his stamp was given 
back. He took it to experts who said

RAILROAD SELLS 


4500 TONS JUNK 


Reclaims Much Metal Worn 


Out In Service, But Dis- 
carded Material is 
Item.

PERSONAL 


Philadelphia, March 25.—The Pennsyl- 


vania Railroad loaded and shipped to 
buyers 4,500 tons of scrap iron and 
steel from its scrap docks in Columbus, 
Ohio in the month of January, it was 
announced at the offices here. 
The scrap is made up of metal dis- 
carded by its shops in the southwestern 
region, from old rails and iron wreck- 
age brought hi from various parts of 
the road, and from metal worn out in 
operation of the railroad. 
Onlv part of the metal which cannot 


be reclaimed is sold foi waste or scrap 
iron. By combining one part of new 
spring steel with fifteen parts of old 
spring steel picked out in the scrap 
dock, 7.875 rebuilt locomotive springs 
were salvaged last year. Springs are 
rebuilt in this way at a cost of 3.4 
cents a pound, while new springs cost 
ten cents a pound. 
There are about 6,000 tons of scrap 


in the dock at the credent time. Dur- 
ing 1920 more than122.000 tons of scrap 
were sold. This material at the present 
time is worth about ten dollars a ton. 
but by reclaiming a considerable part 
for its own use, the Pennsylvania- saves 
mans thousands of dollars which it 
would otherwise spend in buying new 
material and parts. 


Forty-fi%'e men are employed to sort 


the material into the piles which can 
be used again by tie railway, and the 
parts which are nodonger useful. Old 
bolts are taken hifo the blacksmith 
shop, sorted .accorflipg to .sizes, re- 
threaded and returned to service Old 
axles_ are heated, 'founded into long 
iron bars,>and then turned in the ma- 
chine shop into ne-*1 parts for locomo- 
tives.

The p'ant of the Newark Ice & Cold 


Storage company at the corner of St. 
Clalr and 
Clinton 
street, which has 


been shut down since December 1, has 
remned the manufacture of ice and 
-Will be in business this summer sup- 
Vying consumers of the city. The com- 
t»ny ice is distributed through William 
Zentmyer* 


R. E. Jones, set-rotary of the com- 
pany has 
been 
placed in charge as 
manager by the board of directors and 
under his di ection the plant has been 
thoroughly o\erhauled and put in first 
class shape. 
The pipes for the am- 


monia have bet n gone over and repair- 
ed anil the leakages in the brine tanks 
repaired and a great saving: in coal 
has been made by ,the installation of a 
livuier lor tiie water before it is admit- 
ted to the boilers. Exhaust steam from 
the engines is used to heat the water. 
The capacity of the plant will be be- 


tween 75 and SO tons a day, much of 
this ice beinsr shipped out in carload 
lots to neighboring towns and even to 
other states. A new charge of am- 
monia has been placed in the pipes and 
i--. wig fjrn produced yesterday. Pro- 
duction of the 400 pound cakes" which 
take 24 Hours to f.eeze is expected to 
be continuous from now on.

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SCIENTISTS HUNT 
FOR BURIED CITY 


Mexican Government Fin- 


ances Excavation For 


Anqient Aztec Town. 


Art Work and Pottery Are 


Similar to That Found 


In Egypt. 


San Juan De Teotihuacan, Mexico.— 
' Prospecting for the habitations of a lost 
race in virtually the same manner as 
miners dig- for gold, federal employes 
• here have just started 'to uncover the 


remains of a city of at least 100.000 
inhabitants which flourished 4,000 or 
more years ago. Here and there over 
the confines of the buried city have 
been sunk shafts to find streets, houses 
ami temples known to exist below the 
]e\pl of the mountain valley in which 
lu>« the little village of San Juan de 
Teotihuacan, the name of which means 
in the Aztec tongue, "City of the Gods." 


The Mexican government has appro-. 


priatecl funds for this work of exca- 
vation which is in charge of Manuel 
Gamio, director of anthropology of the 
department of agriculture. 
The gov- 
ernment hopes eventually to make the 
spot one of the show places of Mexico. I 


Dominating the area are the two py- 


ramids, one to the Sun and the other 
to the Moon, which for centuries have 
defied the efforts of archeologists and 
historians to trace their oftgin. 
The 


pyramid to the Moon is still untouched, 
retaining an appearance to the lay eye 
of a huge mound of irregular shape, 
overgrown with grass and rubbish. 


Senor Gamio says the city now under 


excavation at one time covered an area 
of 15 square miles with a population of 
more than 100.000. 
Its builders are 


unknown to history but, Sr. Gamio be- 
lieves they were a portion of an Indian 
tribe which wandered into Mexico from 
the north and, finding the valley fruit- 
ful and the climate salubrious, decided 
to settle. 
The presence of volcanic rock as one 


of the top strata covering the ruins in- 
dicates that one of the nearby moun- 
tains erupted and inundated the city 
with lava 
Entry to the grounds is made facing 


the "Temple to the Goddess of the 
"Winds." which was discovered less than 
a year ago, when erosin uncovered well 
defined walls and decorations typically 
Indian and Egyptian in their conception. 
This temple has now been dug out and 
reconstructed on the exterior. The in- 
side is reashed at present through a 
series of subterranean passages. Inside, 
the visitor treads over massive stairs 
with ornate decorations of huge ser- 
pent-- with obsidian eyes and grotesaue 
conceptions reminiscent of 
Egyptian 
art 
The work of interior excavation 


and reconstruction is far from complete. 


Between this temple and the pyramid 


by the Sun is u stretch of one-quarter 
of a mile which is at intervals pierced! 
by the shafts of the diggers and in some 
places by the uncovered remains of a 
house or public building with the paint 
still bright and the frescoes as intact 
ns the day they were placed there sev- 
eral thousands of years ago. 


IJetween the two pyramids is a. well 


defined plaza on one side of which a 
street has been uncovered known as 
the "Path of the Dead." Flanking the 
plaza are hundreds of mounds which 
Sr. Gamio assured the correspondent 
contained either houses or temples. 


Immense stores of valuable archeo- 


logical material have been taken from 
the various excavations. Human bones, 
u rra eotta heads, obsidian knives, ar- 
rowheads, children's toys of clay cook- 
ing utensils, incense burners and crude 
musical instruments form the bulk of 
the find and all are preserved in a mu- 
seum which has just been erected on 
the grounds. 
The two pyramids, however, are the 
dominant structures of the city. The 
pyramid to the Sun measures 761x721 
feet at the base and is 216 feet high, 
narrowing to a level summit. 
Unlike the pyramids of Egypt with 
ts huge jutting blocks of stone forming 


an eiulless stairs to the top, the Sun 
pyramid is built with a smooth surface 
in five distinct tiers. Ascent Is made 
by steps built into the side and to the 
uninitiated the undertaking is altnodt 
perilous because of the steep incline 
with no supporting* balustrades. 
It 
differs from its Eg\ ptian counterparts 
also in the respect that it contains no 
interior passages or rooms. 


The pyramid of the Moon is smaller 


with a base measuring about 511x426 
feet. It rises i51 fet>t with a crowning 
platform about 19 feet square. 
In connection with his supervision of 
the excavations, Sr. Gamio has inter- 
ested himself in the Indian life of the 
valley and one of his first efforts has 
been to establish schools with special 
attention paid 
to manual 
training. 
Originally, the valley contained 200,- 
000 Indians, but these had been reduced 
to 20,000 in colonial days and now num- 


ber less than 8.WW. They earn but 
poor living when crops are good am 
when there are (allures starvation am 
widespread death ensue.

FOR BURIED CITY 


Mexican Government Fin- 


ances Excavation For 
Ancjent Aztec Town. 


Art Work and Pottery Are 


Similar to That Found 


In Egypt. 


i 
San Juan De Teotihuacan, Mexico.— 
' Prospecting for the habitations of a lost 
race in virtually the same manner as 
miners dig- for golfl, federal employes 
t here have jus>t started to uncover the 


romains of a city of at least 100,000 
inhabitants which flourished 4,000 or 
more years ago. 
Here and there over 


the confines of the buried city have 
been sunk shafts to find streets, houses 
and temples known to exist below the 
level of the mountain valley in which 
lies the little village of San Juan de 
Teotihuacan, the name of which means 
in the Aztec tongue, "City of the Gods." 


The Mexican government has appro-. 
pnateil funds for this work of exca- 
vation which is m charge of Manuel 
Oamio, director of anthropology of the 
department of agriculture. 
The gov- 


ernment hopes eventually to make the 
spot one of the show places of Mexico. I 


Dominating the area are the two py- 
ramids, one to the Sun and the other 
to the Moon, which for centuries have 
defied the efforts of archeologists and 
historians to trace their ofcgin. 
The 
pjramid to the Moon is still untouched, 
retaining an appearance to the lay eye 
of a huge mound of irregular shape, 
overgrown with grass and rubbish. 


Seiior Gamio says the city now under 
excavation at one time covered an area 
of 15 square miles with a population of 
more than 100.000. 
Its builders are 


unknown to history but, Sr. Gamio be- 
lieves they were a portion of an Indian 
tribe winch wandered into Mexico from 
the north and, finding the valley fruit- 
ful and the climate salubrious, decided 
to settle. 
The presence of \olcanic rock as one 


of the top syata covering the ruins in 
dieates that one of the nearby moun- 
tains erupted and inundated the city 
with la\a 
Entry to the grounds is made facing 


the "Temple to the Goddess of the 
"Winds" \\hich was disco\ered less than 
a A ear ago, when erosin uncovered well 
defined walls and decorations typically 
Indian and Egyptian in their conception. 
This temple has now been dug out and 
reconstructed on the exterior. The in- 
side is reashed at present tlyough a 
series of subterranean passages. Inside, 
the visitor treads over massive stairs 
\\!:h ornate decorations of huge ser- 
pent0- with obsidian e\es and srotesaue 
conceptions reminiscent of Egyptian 
art 
The work of interior excavation 


and reconstruction is far from complete. 


Between this temple and the pyramid 


by the Sun is a stretch of one-quarter 
of a mile which is at intervals pierced i 
b> the shafts of the diggers and in some \ 
places by the unco\ ered remains of a 
house or public building- with the paint 
still bright and the frescoes as intact 
a>- the day they were placed there sev- 
eral thousands of iears ago. 
Retween the two pyramids is a well 


defined plaza on one side of which a 
street has been uncovered known as 
the "Path of the Dead." Flanking the 
plaza are hundreds of mounds which 
Sr. Gamio assured the correspondent 
contained either houses or temples. 


Immense stores of valuable archeo- 


logical material have been taken from 
the various excavations. Human bones, 
tirra cotta heads, obsidian knives, ar- 
rowheads, children's toys of clay cook- 
ing utensils, incense burners and crude 
musical instruments form the bulk of 
the find and all are preserved in a mu- 
seum which has just been erected on 
the grounds. 


The two pyramids, however, are the 
dominant structures of the city. The 
pyramid to the Sun measures 761x721 
feet at the base and is 216 feet high, 
narrowing- to a level summit. 


Unlike the pyramids of Egypt with 
its hure jutting blocks of stone forming 


an endless stairs to the top, the Sun 
pyramid is built with a smooth surface 
in fi\e distinct tiers. 
Ascent is made 


by wteps built into the side and to the 
uninitiated the undertaking1 is almost 
perilous because of the steep incline 
with no supporting balustrades.
